1. Claims 1,4-6, 12, 15-17, 23, 26, and 29 are pending. Claims 1,12, 23, 26, and 
29 have been amended in this communication filed 8/20/07 entered as Response After 
Non-Final Action, Request for Extension of Time, Affidavit(s) (Rule 131 or 132) or 
exhibit(s) received, and IDS. 

2. The IDS and Affidavits filed 8/20/07 have been considered. If there was an IDS 
filed 8/28/07 the IDS is missing. 

3. Claims 1,4-6, 12, 15-17, 23, 26, and 29 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is (US 5,649,152) Ohran et al who disclosed providing a static snapshot or 
image of data stored on a mass storage system and a copy block but failed to disclose 
an information processing apparatus, method, and computer-readable storage medium 
for copying content data of an item and item information indicating the attribute item as 
content data of a predetermined attribute item of the second database in a 
predetermined format if it is determined by said determination means that the attribute 
item does not correspond to any of the attribute items of the second database, wherein 
the predetermined format indicates information of a mismatching attribute item in claims 
1, 12, 23,26, and 29. 

The dependent claims 4-6 and 15-17 being further limiting to the independent claims, 
definite and fully enabled by the Specification are also allowable. 

It appears that the instant invention is beyond the skill of one of ordinary skill in 
the art. Accordingly the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of
